In a sdeniifie coop that appears to 
have tracked down the Adam and Eve 
of poultry, researchers at the City of 
Hope Mt^ical Center have found that 
the modem poultry industiy got its start 
more than 10,000 years ago when a 
Vietnamese farmer took a pair of red 
junglefowl into his hut and began* 
breeding them. 

All domesticated chickens now 
grown in the world — an average of 
more than 8 billion per year — arc 
descendants of those unlikely ances- 
tors, which' still exist in their ancient 
form, according to genetic typing 
results in this month’s Procccdimis of 


uic iNuiiunai ncaoemy oi sciences. 

The discovery moves the date for 
domestication of fowl back at least 
2,500 years beyond previous estimates 
and shifts the site of the event south 
from the steppes of China, where 
archaeologists had previously found 
the remains of what may have been the 
first takeout chicken. 

"That's much older than anyone had. 
previously expected," said archaeolo- 
gist Robert J. Braidwood of the 
Univereity of Chicago. That age would 
make the chicken rouglily.conicmpora- 
neous with the pig os the first animals 
domesticated for food •— about 1,000 
yeors.eoriier than sheep and goats and 
as much as 4,000 years before cattle. 
Dogs, however, were tamed for their 
companionshlp-obout-S;000 ycarj-earii-— 
er than chickens. 

What mokes the situation with chick- 
ens unique, adds molecular biologist 
Susumu Ohno, is that the red jungle- 
fowl is still the cock of the walk, naam- 
ing wild in Southeast Asia. The precise 
pi^cccssors of all other domesticated 
animals have long since gone extinct 

Humans almost certainly ate chick- 
ens long before dome^icaiing them. 
But starting 10.00 0 yea rs ago. villagers 
began raising and'brccding'clilckcns-to — 
provide a more stable food supply. 
Ohno conducted the research in collab- 
oration with several colleagues in . 
Japan, one of whom was 
Akishinonothiya Fumihito, second son 
of Japan's emperor. Tlie royal family 
has interest in biological research. 

The team used well-established tech- 
niques to compare subtle differences in ' 
the DNA of mitochondria from a broad 
variety of chickens- and wild fowl; 
including pheasants and quail; 
Mitochondria arc small energy-pnxIucT 
iiig packets within cells that contain 
their own DNA that is distinct frorri 
that of the cell itself. Because mito- 
chondrial DNA mutates more rapidly 
than cellular DNA. changes in it pro- 
vide a good yardstick for dating.

WASHINGTON (Al>) — Two 
Cunadian researchers have found a 
link between the number of ridges 

infingcrprtnts'and‘ni.ile'lKinu).s'eTu-" 

aliiy. ndding to the tlieory that sexu- 
al orientation is detcmiincd before 
birth. 

The rcsearehcr.s. working at the 
University of Western Ontario, 
compared the number of tiny ridgc.s 
on the fingertips of 66 homosexual 
men with the fingerprint pallems of 
182.hctcro.scxual men. 

Thirty, percent of the homosexual 
men showed more ridges on their 
left hands than tlieir right, while 
only 14 pereent of the heterosexual 
men showed the .same patient. 

Most men and women have more 
ridges in the fingerprints of their 
nght hands. Fingerprints are com-, 
plctcly developed in liuman feiu.ses 
by about the 16th week after con- 
ception, and arc largelv genetically 
determined. 

"This certainly suggests sexual 
orientation is somehow deieniiined 
by prenatal events," said researcher 
Doreen Kinuira, 

The study appears in ilic 
December issue of Hehavioral 
Neuroscience. 

Kimura and the study's lead 
author, graduate studeiii Jeffrey 
Hall, said the' llngcrprim patterns 
arc not disiineiivo to gay "men or a . 
marker for homosexuality. Mo.si 
homosexual men show the more 
typical pattern of more- ridges on the 
right hand, they noted.

MARSEILLE. France (AP) — An 
Air France jetliner hijacked by 
Muslim gunmen in Algeria flew to 
this city in southern France early 
Monday aller a -lO-hour standoff and 
the murder of three passengers. 

■flic ■plane', with 180 pa.ssengcrs and 
crew abo.ird, landed at 3:35 a.in. (9:35 
p.m. Sunday EST) at Marseille's 
Marignane aiipon. olEeials said. 

The Airbus A300 was comman- 
deered Saturday in the most dramatic 
act yet in a 3-year-old guerrilla war 
against Algeria'.s'-military-insiallcd 
government. 

It wasn't clear what the Eve hijack- 
ers wanted. A ncw.s report said they 
demanded freedom for two jailed 
Muslim leaders. But an Algerian 
Interior Ministry official, speaking on 
■condition of anonymity, said Sunday 
they liad dropped that demand. 

■flic French government gave per- 
mission for the plane to land in France 
uFier an employee of the French 
Embas.sy in Algiers became the third 
passenger to be killed by the hijackers. 


French security forces were in place 
at Marignane airport, and a section of 
the tarmac blcKked olTaiul tlrefighiing 
equipment at the reatly. Marignane is 
about 25 miles nurthwesl of Marseille, 
a major port city on the 
Mediterranean. 

The hijackers, armed with two 
Kalashnikov rifles and two handguns, 
killed two passengers Saturday and 
freed at least fiO hostages, mostly 
women and childa'n. 

Before Algeria granted permission 
Sunday night for the plane to leave, u 
third victim was dumped onto the tar- 
mac at about 9:30 p.m, French news 
reports said that was u deadline set 
earlier by the hijackers to depart, and 
that they were threatening to kill more 
ho.stoges. 

TIic French Foreign Ministry identi- 
fied the passenger killed Sunday as 
Yannick Bcugnui, an employee of the 
French Embassy in Algiers. Me was 
the 23rd French citizen killed by the 
extremists.

Wliy so much iicari trouble in 
December? 

Fxpens don't know' for sure, but 
guess that it's a eombitialion of 
tilings, including holiday-related 
stress, change in climate and 
overindulgcnee in alcohol and foods 
not normally eaten, said Dr. David 
Abrahamson, president of the 


Orange County chapter of the 
American Mean Association.
